The Former Dahlia Craze. 


The dahlia, named after the 


Swedish botanist Dahl, appeared 
in this century, and was aa popular ia 
the flower garden as were the camellua 
and fuchsias in the greenhouse, and still 
holds its own. This plant, which is • 
native of Mexico, was practically intro- 
duced into England by JLady Holland 
in 1804, as it had been lost since its 
first appearance some 15 years previous- 
ly, when Lady Bute imported it from 
Spain. During the first 40 years of its 
popularity double dahlias were all the 
fashion, and since then the single vane- 
ties have had their day, while at the 
present time the new cactus kinds hold 
the foremost place. A florist, writing 
about 1880, compared the fashion for 
dahlias, which was then at its height, 
to the tulip mania two centuries earlier, 
and, although the comparison is hardly 
correct; it shows the dahlia craze must 
have been very marked to have even

This was the dying expression of VV. 


E. Wicker to bis most intimate friends, 
and it was honored last Sunday after- 
noon in a solemn manner, though with' 
out ceremony of any kind whatever, 
save, indeed the baring of heads in 
eloquent silence, as tbe ashes were 
taken from a jar and allowed to vanish 
on the winds and waves. There were 
few present, when the, duty was per 
formed on the deck of an Oakland ferry 
steamer, for none but old companions 
of the dead man knew that the act had 
the semblance of death itself—the van- 
ishment of a mortal from earth. 


The idea did not originate with Mr. 


Winker; it was rather the picturesque 
thought of his wife, who died about 
two years ago. She feared the grave. 
Shortly before her death she requested 
her husband to have her body cremated 
and her ashes thrown to the four winds 
far out upon the bay where they would 
gn into the vast abyss of the ocean. 
The husband observed the request to 
the letter. 


With one or two friends he went far 


irom the shore in a boat, and in the 
open space let tho frail bark vest awhile. 
It wao a calm day, one peculiarly fitted 
for tbe sorrowful duty, and as the boat 
lay drifting with the tide, the little 
party uncovered their Leads. Wicker 
then murmured a pitiful farewell and 
let the ashes sift through his fingers to 
be taken up by the gentle breeze and 
dropped again upon tho waters, John 
S. Inghs, tho contracting freight ayent 
of the Uuiou Pacific Railway, uud who 
watched the fulfillment of the promise, 
anid it was a right that imprcsaed him 
profoundly. 


After it was all over, Wicker gave 


way to grief. 


'All I ask of my friends is that some 


day when I, ton, am gone, they will 
scatter my ashes here to be with here," 
he said. "Who knows whither they 
lave flown; who knowa but we may be 
;hus united." 


The anticipated union came earlier 


;han Wicker or iija friends expected. 
Wicker was the contracting freight 
agent for tho Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad, uad his business took 
lim away from the city. While at Reno 
recently he was attacked with neural- 
gia of the heart and die.1 suddenly, 
lis body was brought back (o Sau 
?rauoi«co and cremated iu aecjordaoce 
with his wishes. 


Hi3 companion, Mr. Inalis, arranged 
at the romantic disposition of Mr. 


Wicker'.-! ashes should take place Sun- 
day. Matthew Cjark of t.iie Union Pa-

Wicker was a man of genial disposi- 


ion, widely known among merchants 
nd shippers ia California. Ho was 
orty years of age, a native of New 
York, and had lived here for nearly 


wenty years with his wife.—Examiner. 
Mr. Wicker will be remembered by 


many in Reno. He was a jovial fellow 
and very popular. He frequently refer- 
ed to the losa of hii" wife and wlways 
with much feeling. This seemed to be 
lis only sadness in life.
